Is fame so brutal that the delicate mind 
” the artist withers under it? Or is lit- 
‘rary wark of itself too cruel a strain upon

Viewed in either light, literature becomes 
an insatiable monster, a bloodthirsty idol. 
t moloch. The priests of Baal, who, in the 
presence of Elijah, cut themselves with 
tnives to obtain a favor from their God. 
were not more pitiable than the priests of 
literature. 

Theophile Gautier observed that Ierature 
had ever been, for the genuine artists. a 
“viva dolorosa.” As if divining bow to the 
bitter end his disciple—De Maupassant— 
would verify his words, he said, speaking 
of these modern times, when “every sensa- 
tion is the subject of an analysis.”

He did not share De Maupassant’s pess!-

The author of “Cyrano de Bergerac” and 
“L/Aiglon"’ strove for perfection of. form 
every whit as laboriously as the author of 
“Boule de Suip,”’ and ‘‘Une Vie.” + 

Mme. Rostand told Coquelin that “‘when 
the spell was on him he would spend night 
after night at his study table rewriting. 
cutting, modelling his play, never contented, 
alWays striving after a more expressive 
adjective, a more harmonious original 
rhyme, casting aside a month's finished 
work without a second thought, when he 
judged that another form expressed his 
idea more perfectly.’’ 

In a word, he was, like every true artist. 
a slave ta his work. When engaged on 
“Cyrano de Bergerac’”’ he wrote steadily 10 
hours each day. 


Endurance Hidden in 
His Slender Form. 


It was not a robust physique that was 
called upon to manufacture fuel for the 
forced draught furnace of Rostand’s intel- 
lect. man is slender in build, almost 
girlish. One would call him a weakling. Yet 
his vitality impelied him to feats of endur- 
ance that would shame a giant. It was 
not alone in writing his plays that he ex- 
hibited power. Says Coquelin: 


he 


“As our rehearsals progressed JT saw an- 
other side of Rostand’s marvelous charac- 
ter. The energy and endurance hidden in 
his almost effeminate frame astonished all 
who met him. He almosc lived at the the- 
ater, drilling each. actor, designing each 
costume, ordering the setting of each scene. 
There wis not a dress in tthe entire com- 
pany that he did not copy from some old 
print or a passage that he did mot indicate 
to the humblest member of the troupe. 

“Il have never him peevish or dis- 
couraged, but always courteous and cheer- 
ful through all those weary weeks of re- 
hearsal when even the most enthusiastic 
felt their courage oozing away under the 
awful grind of afternoon and evening repe- 
tition, the latter beginning at midnight aft- 
er the regular performance was over.’’ 

Such was the strain under which Edmond 
Rostand, a year after the world had pro- 
claimed him the peer of Dumas, added an- 
other name to the roll of those who have 
yielded their very reason to the vampire of 
literary success.

Her latest prank consisted of a display 
advertisement in the Paris Herald of a 
gigantic sale of swell ladies’ clothes, her 
name and address, 4 Rue Tocqueville being 
given.

PRISON BEEF IS VERY DEAR. 


Highest Conrtact Price Missouri Peni- 
tentiary Has Paid for 20 Years.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 21.—The 
high price of cattle has had the effect of 
materially increasing the cost of maintain- 
ing the convicts in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary. To-day Warden Starke and the Board 
of Prison Inspectors received and opened 
bids for supplying the prison with bheef 
for a period of one year from July 1, 1900. 
The several bids were as follows: 

5S. H. McMillan, $6.69% per 100 pounds net; 
Paul G. Pwing, $7.10; E. G. Sinclair, $6.80: 
John S.nc.air, 36.90; G. P. Grimes, $7.17 and 
Benjamin Wells, $6.75. 

This is the highest price the Missouri 
prison has had to pay for beef for ® years, 
and is due to the high price of cattle. It 
will form an important item in the bill of 
expenses of the institution for the next 
year. 


EASY TO BEAT SLOT MACHINES. 


Two Youths in Sedalia Make Money, 
but Are Caught at Their Trick.

He might have added that James J. Hill 
could compei not alone individuals but also 
events to agree with him. 

The comprehensiveness of his genius re- 
veals itself in his latest move. A big rail- 
road man—one of the biggest in the world 
—he is not afraid to become a big steam- 
ship man. He ig gifted with the financial 
imagination. Transportation across the 
ocean is to him a natura) sequence of trans- 
portation across the continent. 

Having with his railroad reached the Pa- 
cific and seen the Orient languishing for 
American goods, while the Great Northern 
languished for more Oriental freight, he 
resolved :o forre the connecting link. 

To bring businees to. his railroad he 
will create business for his country. 

China and Japan, he saw, were willing to’ 
consume all the American wheat and cotton 
they could get. They could not get much 
because there were so fea vessels in the 
Pacific carrying trade. James J. Hill, by 
bullding five Great Easterns, would give 
them more. 

He saw, too, trade follow the flag in the 
Philippines and an open door preserved in 
China. He pictured himeelf with the faclilli- 
ties for carrying wheat from Minnesota to 
Shanghai and cotton from Tennessee to 
Tokio. 

That picture willl be realized in two years 
and James J. Hill will probably bé the 
greatest carrier in the world. 

It is always as an individual that he 
works and plans. Stockholders and boards 
of directors are empty forms in this en- 
terprise. His will molds everything—and 
molds it for success. 

“Jim Hill’e luck’’ {s a current phrase in 
the Northwest, which owes everything to 
him and swears by him. He himself ac- 
knowledges luck as an important factor in 
his success, but that is either modesty or 
an amiable superstition. Me must know 
that “Jim Hill's luck” is compounded of un- 
sleeping sagacity and a fire of determina- 
tion that melts all obstacles. 

He ig worth $50,000,000. If he lives another 
ten years, railroad men say, he will be 
worth $100,000,000. 

His home is in St. Paul, which wae a 
town of 5000 Inhabitants when he settled 
there, a poor boy, at the age of 18. 

Hill practically owns the Great. North- 
ern Raliway system. He not only has a 
controliing interest in the line but he is al- 
most the sole owner of several roade that 
go to make up the system. 

He has a large interest and is a con- 
trolling factor in the Baltimore & Ohlo, the 
Northern Steamship Co.. in valuable tron 
gold and copper properties, in terminal 
companies, in express companies and in rea] 
estate and private enterprises. 

From a bankrupt road of less than 300 
miles in length he has created the great 
System of which he Is president and which 
comprises more than 6000 miles of main 
track, reaching from St. Paul and the Great 
Lakes acroes the continent to the Pacific 
Coast—a property which is paying hand- 
some dividends upon a capitalization of 
$142,000,000, but which is valued at twice that 
a ee . 

wenty-five years ago the St. Paul & 
Pacific Railroad, then constructed as far 
as the western boundary of Minnesota, was 
sold to satisfy a mortgage. Mr. Hill saw an 
og te but he was without means. 

e@ had the confidence of moneyed ac- 
quaintances, and to them he unfolded his 
idea. It was local capital that he obtained, 
but it was sufficient. 


This was his first streak of iuck. Mr. 
Hifi bonded this road and secured Eastern 
capital and began ‘building west. He 
branched out into the big wheat flelds and 
his road began to pay. The facility with 
which he has obtained money has been 
the wonder of financiers. 

Having reached a point where he could 
obtain no more capital in this country, he 
went to Berlin and London. With money 
raised abroad the line was extended to Du- 
juth, and then began the race across the 
continent to parallel the Northern Pacific 
which had passed into the hands of Henry 
Villard after the collapse of Jay Gould, 
Goon after the Great Northern was com- 

lete? to the Pacific coast the Northern 

acific again went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. he Northern Pacific had then and 
has now the better and more prolific ter- 
Eve , yet it did not pay. ‘he Great 

orthern, under Hill's magic hands, does.

serv to strengthen him in the estimatio 
of his financial backers. “ee: 

He followed no recognized principles of 
railroad finansiecring. His methods are be- 
yond analysis. His sole object has been 
to obtain results. That he is an adept at 
making an annual statement everybody 
knows Who has had occasion to read his 
reports. 

He operates his raflroad as he would his 
Own business. He draws no salary for be- 
ing president. He is not surrounded, as 
are other railroad presidents, by advisers. 
He consults no one except when itn need of 
information, and that he will pay lberally 
for. He has a few competent men around 
him, but they eimply do his bidding. 

It ils generally supposed that the business 
of the Great Northern is conducted by a 
board of directors. There is such a board, 

t it Is merely a concession to the law.

Now he is preparing to crogs the Pacific 
to conquer the commerce of the Orient.

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FAMINEAMONG INDIANS 


— 


OVER 8000 OF THEM IN ARIZONA 
ARE STARVING. | 


April 21.—On the Gila 
Indian reservation, at Sacaton, Ariz., live 
8.000 Pima and Papago Indians, and here 
they are known to have lived for 400 years, 
probably, owning the land and farming it 


before the white man set foot in America, 
Their annual crops of maize and vege- 
tables were assured by the waters which 
they diverted from the Rio Gila. Yet to- 
day they stand robbed of their natural 
birthright and reduced to starvation 
through the rapacity of the white settier 
in draining the Gila above the reservation, 
and the criminality of the American na- 
tion in neglecting to provide for them—its 
wards. 

Nor have these Indians been troublesome 
to the government. On the contrary, they 
Nave always been real friends of the 
whites, and have rendered invaluable ser- 
vices to our troops in their campaigns 
against treacherous Apaches. To-day one 
thousand of the Pimas have given up 
their savage customs, and are educated 
members of Christian churches. By long 
residence, occupation and use, they have @ 
prior right to the water from the Gila 
river. wherewith they have always irri- 
gated their little farms. Does not their 
case appeal strongly to every American 
who ts preparing to assist the starving of 
India? Have we not some duties to per- 
form at home, as well as to assist tne 
destitute of far lands? Is it not the part 
of every citizen of this republic to use 
his influence in the direction of making 
provision for these faithful Indians? A 
demand by American citizens to see sim- 
ply justice done them would be no ex- 
pression of a si: *kly spineless sentiment be- 
wailing the cruel treatment of the Amer!- 
can Indians, such as has overtaken treach- 
erous and murderous bands of Redmen; 
stated these natives of the soil 
have always been friendly to the whites, 
their boast being that their hands have 
never been stained with white men’s biood. 

The destitute condition of the Pimae is 
no new story. Their poverty has been in- 
creasing year by year, and the authorities 
have stood by and allowed their irrigation 
water to be taken from them, The Gov- 
ernment Engineer Corps has ointed out 
the solution of the problem through the 
construction of a storage reservoir on the 
Gila, which will supply water not only for 
the Pimas and the Papanee. but for thou- 
whom the govern- 
then move to thia reservation 
and begin the rocess of education and 
agricultural civilization. 

r years Congress has been urged to 
authorize the construction of this reser- 
voir according to the — al surveys made, 
but yet no action has been taken. Should 
Congress take this question up now and 
act on it. the relief would be immediate, 
for these Indians are industrious and could 
be at once employed on the work of con- 
start So The Government of India, dur- 

famine years, provides “relief work.” 
Ww y should not Congress in this little in- 
stance pursue a like method?

WAUSAU, Wis., April 21.—J. B. Weigand 
of thie city has invented a voting machine 
which is said to be complete in every de 
tail and which has attracted attention in 


political circles. 

The voting machine is 6 feet high, 3 feet 
wide and 6 inches deep, with a voting plate 
40 inches high and & inches wide. This is 
set in a booth 4 feet square, with a door fur 
entrance and one for exit. The voter gives 
his name to the election clerk, opens the 
door and passes into the booth. The door 
closes behind htm amd he cannot vpen it 
from the inside, as it will not have a knob 
on that side. After voting he must pass 
through the other doorway, where there is 
a knob on the inside of the door, but 
none on the outside. The first door will 
have attached to it a rod that connects with 
the voting machine, and as the door opens 
it will set the mechanism of the machine 
so it wil] register votes for the candidates 
as the voter desires. When he has voted 
the machine will not work again until the 
door of the booth has been again opened. 
This prevents a voter from voting more than 
once. 

The voting plate of the machine {s made 
up of horizontal strips of brass, with open- 
ings to show the figures on the revolving 
wheels inside that register the votes when 
the buttons are pressed. To make it more 
explicit, the front of the voting plate ap- 
pears similar to an official ballet, only

No Name. 


PROVES FATAL IN THREE DAYS. 


OVER 250 LYING ILL IN CROWD- 
ED HOSPITALS. 


Physicians Call It a New Form of 
Pneumonia—Record of One Hospi- 
tal, 4 Out of 48 Saved—Dread- 
ed Terror Killed Many 
Prominent Persons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Mont.. April 21.—A etrange mal- 
lady, which the health board believes is a 
new form of pneumonia, but which the 
'panic-stricken people of this city call a 
‘plague, has killed more than 150 persons 
| Since the middle of March. There are now 
|250 ill with the disease, which has proved 
|fatal in nearly every instance. Those who 
are able are fleeing from the city. 

Death ensues within four days after the 
‘attack and in the majority of cases sooner. 
| Many have died in 24 hours, and the aver- 
age is within three days. Bodies of the 
victims turn black immediately after death. 
Hospitals are crowded to overflowing. There 
is a great lack of nurses, although many 
have been brought to Butte from other 
places. 

Physicians 


are working day and night 
and are almost exhausted. Funerals crowd 
the streets of the city. Many persons of 
Prominence have succumbed and strangers 
seem particularly suceptible to the disease. 
The majority of victims, however, have 
been miners, which is not remarkable, con- 
sidering that Butte is the largest mining 
city in the world. 

In the Sisters’ Hospital, 44 out of 48 cases 
proved fatal, and the other hospitals report 
the same alarming percentage. No remedy 
has been found which checks the disease, 
and those who have recovered had the dis- 
ease in its lightest form. 

William Dixon, son of Former Congress- 
man Dixon, was one of the first to suc- 
cumb. J. F. Lee, a lawyer of Mansing, 
Mich., who came to Butte under retainer 
by Senator W. A. Clark, is a recent vic- 
tim. Richard Trembath, one of the editors 
of the Inter-Mountain, contracted the dis- 
ease while taking care of a friend, who 
died within 2 hours Mr. Trembath died 
within 30 hours, and his mother, who was 
stricken while nursing him, died in two 
days. 

Among the other victims of the strange 
disease are Harry P. Lee, a prominent 
mining authority of Denver; J. P. Adams, 
a Colorado capitalist; J. P. O’Brien, a 
newspaper writer from Philadelphia; T. 
Kline of New York and Albert Powers of 
Virginia City, Nev. 

In most instances the lungs are apparent- 
ly the first affected. There are frightful 
pains in the head and great difficulty in 
respiration. Then the heart is attacked 
and death follows quickiy. 

Most persons in Butte are convinced that 
the plague was brought from the Philip- 
pines by returning sailors. The prevalence 
of the disease cannot be attributed to the 
weather, for this has been finer in Butte 
this spring than has been known in years, 
There are 50,000 people in Butte and they 
are in terror of the disease.

LONDON, April 22.—(Sunday.)—A rumor 
of the death of Richard Croker, the origin 
of which cannot be traced, was the sole 
topic among Americans in London last 
night. Mr. J, P. Andrews of the Irish Gran- 
tte Co., of which Mr. Croker is a director, 
said to the Associated Press representative, 
that he had heard the report. He said: 

“If it is true Mr. Craker must have died 
suddenly late on Saturday. Otherw-se I 
would have known of it.” 

Dr. Thomas Reynolds, one of Mr. Croker's 
physicians, informs the Associated Press 
that he has no intimation of Mr. Croker's 
death. 

‘“lT saw him within a few days,” sald Dr. 
Reynolds. ‘“‘Mr. Craker was then well. I 
recently examined him and found him phy- 
sically sound. If he has died it must have 
been the result of an accident. Some time 
azo I operated on Mr. Croker for carbun- 
cles. I have heard nothing of his death, 
and I think if he had died I should have 
been the first person notified,”

Highest Conception 
in Mind of Man. 

“The highest conception that has ever 
entered the mind of man Is that of God as 
the father of all men—the one blood-—the 
universal brotherhood.

THEY WENT TO THE PRESIDENT. 


EDITOR AGNUS OF BALTIMORE 
LED THE ASSAULT. 
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' 
A Special Newspaper Edition of a 
Single Copy Did the Work and 
Placed Schley Two Numbers 
Over Sampson.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The feud ‘be- 
tween Rear Admiral William T. Sampson 
and Rear Admira!] Winfield Scott Schiey 
and their friends is officially ended. Schiey 
won by the bold daring of Gen. Felix Ag- 
nus and other friends of Baitimore. 

These friends were prominent Maryland 
Republicans. They threatened to expose 
Sampson and Crowninshield and in a meas- 
ure wreck the administration. The ad- 
ministration decided not to be wrecked and 
surrendered unconditionaliy. 

SCHLEY WILL RANK SAMPSON IN 
THE LIST OF REAR ADMIRALS, AND 
IN A FEW MONTHS WILL BE SECOND 
ONLY TO GEORGE DEWEY IN THE 
UNITED STATES NAVY. 

For eighteen months Schley’s adherents 
kept on the defense. Finding that the at- 
tacks from admin.stration quarters contin- 
ued, they decided to change tactics and as- 
sume the aggressive. 

In making this change, warfare dramatic, 
unique and successful was inaugurated. 
Gen. Felix Agnus, publisher of the Balti- 
more American, is the leader of the Schley 
forces. Rear Admiral Crowinshieid, ch.ef 
of the bureau of navigation of the Navy 
Department, has been cred.ted with tne 
poor leadership of the forces opposed to 
Schley. 

Gen. Agnus had an eight-page special sup- 
p.emeut prepared for his newspaper, ‘te 
leacing Republican organ of Maryiand, aid 
iargely read in Washington, the supp.ement 
Geaing wWwhoily with the Schiey-sampson 

Im detail it exploited the causes ol 
AGMiifustiallon’s amiumesily tor scaiey. 
lt contained two striking exposures. One 
Was a direct Charge against Near Admiral 
rampseon. The o.ner deait with Admiral 
Crownimshieid, shuwing that in 18% tear 
Aduiirai Schley had recommended that he 
be courtmartiaied tor conspiracy in equip- 
ping the ship then under his command, 

Gen. Agnus then gathered official docu- 
ments to corroborate his charges eguinst 
Saimnpson and’ Crowninshield, the chief foes 
of Sch.ey. A eimgle copy of the eight-page 
suppiement Was printed; then ‘he pilates 
were removed from the press und lecked 
up ior “tuture use if ever necdei.’ 

fhis single copy was taken to Washing- 
ton between Dee. 27 and Jan. 1 last, and 
the Post-Dispaich is informed, piaced upon 
the desk of President McKinley. Gen. Ag- 
nus admits the use made of the supple- 
ment, but denies that President MckKuniley 
personahy was threatened. 

Ile says an administration Jeader was 
shown the paper and told that unless the 
attacks upon Schley ceased, and the pro- 
motion to which he was entitled under the 
naval personne! bill Was accorded him, one 
million.cepjes of the e‘ght-page supplement 
would be printed and distributed. 

The man who spoke to the President is.a 
Republican. He told the President that the 
circulation of the eight-page supplement 

i surely make Maryland Democratic 
fall. 

The result was a change of front on the 
part of the Administration toward Schley. 
All attacks upon him ceased by subordinate 
officials. Measures introduced in Coneress 
antaconistic to Schley amd beneficial} to 
Sampson were abandoned. Steps were tak- 
en to enforce the personnel dill and pave 
the way for the promotion of Schley. Since 
last December the plates of the eight-page 
supplement have not again been placed on 
the presses of the Baltimore american. The 
edition that accomplished such wonderfi! 
results is still limited to one copy, but the 
plates are he'd in readiness. * 

If Secretary Long is nominated for the 
Vice-Presidency the plates may possibly be 
used in snite of Secretary Long’s stainless 
and briliilant personal record at the hea:

BOOTBLACK GETS $10,000.

TEXARKANA, Ark., April 21..—The. case 
of Frank Black vs. the Texas & Pacific 
settled at last and in 
favor of Black. About 22 years ago Black, 
who is a negro and who has been biacking 
boats in Texarkana’ for ‘Sevéral years, 
jumped on a Texas & Pacific train to take 
a ride. The proof in the case shows that 
a brakeman hit Black in the head with a 
chunk of coai, knocking him from the 
train. He fell under the cars and both his 
legs were cut off. Suit against the Texas 
& Pacific was filed witn Attorneys P. A. 
Turner, J. MM. Tulibert and L. A. Byrne, 
representing the piaintiff, while Attorneys 
WwW. T.. Armistead of Jefferson and F. X. 
Prendergast of Marshall appeared for the 
railroad company. At the first trial at Bos- 
ton before District Judge John L. Sheppard, 
the piaintiff received a verdict for $12.50 
and the company appealed the case, claim- 
ing that the brakeman had no authority to 
make a man get off a train, and that the 
company was not responsible. The higher 
court reversed the decision of the lower 
court, but at the second trial, which was 
before Special Judge Howard Templeton, 
Siack received a verdict of $10,090. The 
company again appealed the case. The 
higher court at Fort Worth affirmed the 
decision and the attorneys for the raflway 
company applied for a writ of error in 
the Supeme Court.

“While I really think it robable that 
Florence's whereabouts are known to the 
Dausmans, I am somewhat concerned for 
her safety, for I know Mrs. Dausman told 
her father that Florence had threatened to 
kill herself rather than leave her mother. 
The child has been influenced against me. 
Of course itt is natural for her to cling to 
her mother, 

“When Florence disappeared she wore a 
greenish plaid dress, but I can’t describe 
her hat—probably a sa'lar. She has abund- 
ant dark-brown hair and large blue eyes.”’ 

Dr. and Mrs. Dausman were seen at their 
home. Mrs. Dausman appeared to be ex- 
tremely agitated. Dr. Dausman said that 
he had not been to his office at all Satur- 
day, his wife’s condition requiring his con- 
stant attendance. 

“She is distracted.” he said. “for she 
firmly believes Florence has killed herself 
The girl bad told her time and again that 
if the judge decided she must go to her 
father she would -kill herself. She is a 
very bright girl and not in the habit of do- 
ing rash things, but I know the decision of 
the court has made her miseraltie. I am do- 
ing all I can to find the child.’’ 

Mrs. Dausman said: ‘‘Florence has never 
been away from me before. We were in- 
separable. She told me in the courtroom 
that she would never consent to leave me. 
and she begged me, in the event of the 
court decid@iing In her father’s favor. to 
give her some poison that she might take 
it and end her life. 

“T am hoping and hoping, but I fear the 
worst. Every ring of the doorbell gives me 
a shudder. I don't see how I can stand 
this strain much longer.”

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Acquitted of the Murder of 
Lieut. Scott. 


JURY OUT ONLY 18 MINUTES. 


HIS FRIENDS IN COURT CHEERED 
TEE VERDICT. 


Final Chapter in a Feud in Which 
Three Men Were Killed and 
One Wounded. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 21.—Ex-Con- 
gressman David ©. Colson, who has been 
on trial for the last four days for the mur- 
der of Lieut. Ethelbert Scott and Luther 
W. Demaree, was acquitted by the verdict 
of the jury, which was returned at 6:35 
o'clock this evening. The jury was out 
only 18 minutes. 

Although it was long after the usua! time 
of the adjournment of the court and there 
was no certainty that an early verdict 
wouid be reached, a large part of the crowd 
remained in the courtroom, waiting for a 
report from the jury room. After being out 
15 minutes, a knock on the door summoncd 
Sheriff Baker to the jury room. He re- 
sponded and reported to Judge Herndon 
that the jury was ready to come into court. 
There was a great silence as the jury filed 
into the courtroom, but there was no dem- 


onstration when Circuit Clerk Ford finisaed 
reading the verdict, whicn sa.d: 

“We, the jury, mnd tne defendant not 
gulity.”’ 

As the last words were read, the crowd 
arose and sent up a wild cheer. Col. Col- 
son, the defendant, was stanaing near ine 
Witness chair. ihe crowd took no notice 
of the court officers, who pounded vigor- 
ousiy for order, but piled over the rail- 
ings surrounaing Colson and insisted on 
Shaking hands with him. They gave an 
Ovation to the jury and Col. James Andrew 
Scott, Colson’s cnier counsel, ine cneering 
Kept up tili Colson jefi the courtroom, 
and as he did so it was taken up by ihe 
Beckham soldiers in front of the court- 
house, to which the colonel very gracefully 
returned a salute. 

ihe argument of the case began at il 
o'clock to-day. The first speech tor the de- 
fense Was made by Ek. F. Maynatt of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., followed by Judge George 
Denny, the ‘widely known criminal lawyer 
af Lexington, for the prosecution, who bit- 
terly arraigned the defendant. Col. James 
Andrew Scott, in an elaborate argument of 
two hours, closed the case for the defense. 
and Commonwealth's Attorney Frankiin 
followed in an argument of an hour, eclos- 
ing the case for the state. There was no 
doubt in the minds of the spectators -but 
that a verdict of acquittal would be ren- 
dered, till the speech of Commonwealth's 
Attorney Franklin, but when he closed 
friends of Colson feared that it would have 
the effect of a hung jury. To-night Cal. Col- 
eon is receiving dozens of telegrams from 
all over Kentucky and from other states 
congratulating him on his acqulttal. 

The tragedy, which resulted in the crime 
for which Colson was tried, occurred Jan. 
16. In a duel + dag Lieut. Ethelbert F. 
Scott in the <e- the Capital Hotel, 
crowded at the me “t- people attracted 
here from over the State by the political] 
contests, Colson killed his antagonist, 
Scott, and Luther W. Demaree and Charies 
Julian, bystanders, and wounded Capt. B. 
B, Go.den, who accompanied Scott, and 
whom Colson's friends charge with having 
taken part in the battle. Both Scott and 
Colson emptied their pistols, fifteen or 
twenty shots being fired in all. 

Scott had seven bullets In his body, Col- 
son was wounded in the arm. The weight 
of the evidence was that he received this 
wound early in the fight and that Scott 
fired before Coleom arose from his chair. 

The prosecution, after the instructions of 
Judge Cantrill, virtually abandoned the 
charge of murder and endeavored to get a 
conviction for manslaughter on the theory 
that Scott was killed after he had retreat- 
ed and in good faith withdrawn from the 
fight.

Rooseveit and many visitors were re- 
ceived. To no one was the presence of Gov. 
Taylor known. One report published to- 
night says that he was seated in a chair 
in the dining room and that the foids of 
heavy red curtains intervened between this 
and the drawing room. 

Gov. Taylor arrived 
Washington, where he has been preparing 
his cause tor the Supreme Court. The in- 
fo:mation that he had been Indicted, it is 
said, caused 2 sudden change in his plats. 
The indiciment had not been anticipated. 
At first the fact was disputed, but Friday 
night friends of the governor were informed 
by further reports from Kentucky saying 
that the report of the indictment, whicna 
had become Known in a mysterious way, 
Was correct. A consultation was held. 
Some of Taylor's friends advised that the 
governor should join ex-Secretary of State 
Finley of Kentucky, also under indictment, 
in Indiana, but others feared that if Gov. 
Taylor remained in Washington the requisi- 
tion of Gov. Beckham would be ‘honored. 
The statement is quite freely made that the 
best pian and the one offering to the Ken- 
tuckKy executive the gré@atest hope of im- 
munity, was a trip to New York and an in- 
terview with Gov. Roosevelt. 

Gov. Taylor did not register during the 
day at any hotel here. He called on ex- 
Pres dent Harrison at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel shortly after noon. Gov. Taylor 
made a p.ea to the ex-President to recon- 
sider his decision not to act as his counsel. 
Gen. Harrison heard Gov. Taylor courte- 
ous.y, but firmly informed him that it 
would be impossible for him to take up his 
case cither before the Supreme Court of 
the United States or before the Kentucky 
courts when the trial of the governor in 
the indictment will come up. 

Gen. Herrison said to-night: 

“It was not that I do not believe in the 
cause of Gov. Taylor that. caused my re- 
fusa! to act as cvunsel for him. I had so 
many engagements that I could not take 
his cause.,”’ 

Gov. Taylor was warmly greeted by Gov. 
Roosevelt. Then the Kentuckian began to 
narrate the story of his personal feuds and 
the political fight and its tragic climax in 
his native State. 

Mr. Taylor protested that he was entirely 
innocent of knowledge of the plot to kill 
William Goebel. It was 6:30 o'clock before 
Mr. Taylor drove away. His cab turned 
swiftly down Fifth avenue. 

Gov. Roosevelt admitted the identity of 
his vis itor.

/DUBLIN, April 21.—Queen Victoria’s de- 
/feision not to visit Belfast has caused the 
greatest disgust and indignation among 
loyal Orangemen, wilo are intensely oOp- 
posed to the Queen devoting her whole visit 
to Dublin, a Nationalist hotbed. 

Apart from the fact that the Queen is 
not personally interested In Relfast, where- 
as she is enjoying her stay in Dublin keen- 
ly, her entourage are afraid that she may 
overexert herself. She was advised that her 
presence in Belfast was certain to provoke 
riots between Orangemen and Catholics. 

To allay Orange susceptibilities she gave a 
especial audience to the lord mayor of Bel- 
fast, but the effect of this politic measure 
was completely obliterated by the Queen 
having Caréinal Lague at her private din- 
ner party the same evening. 

Orange bigotry in Ulster Is so ferocious 
that the idea of the Queen sitting down 
with a Catholic cardinal was sufficient to 
4hake their loyalty to its foundations, Car- 
dinal Logue, though a Nationalist, has nev- 
er been a strong palitician, but his obedi- 
ence to the Queen's command, in view of 
the fact that Archbishop Walsh hae re- 
mained away from Dublin expressly to 
avoid being mixed up with English royalty, 
bas excited much: adverse criticism among 
Catholic Nationalists against Logue. 

The attitude of the people here towards 
the Queen, when she drives abroad, remains 
unchanged. It is one of respectful aloofness, 
tinged with curlosity. Stories of cheering 
crowds are invented for English consump- 
tion only. The cheering comes from organ- 
ized little bands of unionists. 

Thursday the Queen received 42 addresses, 
of which only two were from popularly 
elected bodies, namely, the Belfast and 
Derry corporations, both of which have a 
permanent Orange majority. That fact 4s 
the surest test of the popular attitude to- 
wards the visit.

Thousands of Motor Cars Tear Madly

PARIS, April 21.—An unexpected feature 
of Paris to-day is the stormy campaign 
against fast automobilism. Americans unh- 
familiar with Paris cannot form an ade- 
quate conception of the importance of this 
question here, where thousands of motor 
cars tear madiy in every park, every street 
and every road. During the last two years 
the newspapers have recorded fatalities ev- 
ery day, often, it must be said, it was the 
riders themselves who were killed by over- 
turning at sharp curves and smashing 
against one another. Oftener, though, the 
cause was the automobiles plowing through 
a funeral procession, or upsetting an omni- 
bus. Allof the French aristocracy and most 
of the editors of Paris dailies are fervid 
Chaufteurs,

developing industry. lt was the peasantry 
who rebeiied first. Then Hughes Leroux, a 
well Known novelist, after seeing his wile 
and child nearly overrun in the Bols "—Bou- 
logne, wrote a long article in the Figaro 
giving fair warning of the outrageous 
engtns to which riders were go.ng.

Prince of Wales and Ozar of Russia 
Among Those Who Will Attend 
the Great Exposition.

PARIS, April 11.—I learned from a mem- 
ber of the Italian commission that King 
Humbert and the Emperor of Austria can- 
not, berause members of the Triple Al- 
liance, visit the exhibition. There were 
hopes just after the Franco-Italian treaty 
of commerce was signed that Humbert 
would come. He seemed inclined to 
do so. But when he found the French gov- 
ernment did not encourage the idea of a 
visit from the German Emperor he held 
back, 

Francis Joseph was glad to hold back. 
Gay crowds now jar with his oft-wounded 
spirit. Misfortune is ever shy. And who 
among European sovereigns has been more 
unfortunate than the Austrian Kaiser? 
_The Prince of Wales was to have been at 
the inauguration. But the French carica- 
turists of the Queen goaded him into decid- 
ing otherwise. M. Delcasse, however, has 
acted so handsomely in his official relations 
with Great Britain that the Prince may 
-Visit in the course of the summer the great 
show. It is even said that he will hold some 
receptions in the British pavilion. This 
would be a happy innovation. 

King Leopold, the Crown Prince and 
Princess of Denmark, the King of Sweden 


(probably the Queen, also), the Queen of 
the Netherlands and her mother, the Prince 
af Bulgaria, are all expected. 

The Czar’s promise to Ccume was made to 
M. Felix Faure personally. He may be a 
visitor in August or September on his way 
from Denmark to Hesse Darmstadt. But 
nothing is absolutely certain. He, however, 
showed such a lively interest in the exhibi- 
tion in speaking to Camte J. Montebello 
that his abstention would cause disappoint- 
ment. The Czar is undemonstrative and in- 
deed remarkably so. It is rare for him to 
warm up to the degree of breaking down re- 
serve. But it appears that he did so in the 
conversation J mention. 

The Alexander III Bridge may well call 
for expressions of admiration. It is really 
the finest of the kind in Europe and a noble 
feature of the exhibition landscape.

There is no doubt, however, that the earl’s 
action gives the countess a valid claim for 
a divorce. The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent 6aw the countess to-day and asked 
whether she proposed to take advantage of 
the opportunity now afforded of freeing 
herself. She said: 

“I shall be guided by my lawyers, who 
are sending to the United States to investi- 
gate all the circumstances.”’ 

“But the marriage, legal or illegal, gives 
|you ground for divorce.” 

“I suppose it does, but then, you see, 
there are many things to be considered. 
|I don’t see why I should make it easy for 
,the earl to enable the person he is reported 
to have married to become Countess Rus- 
sell. But nothing has been decided.” 

The countess’ friends believe she will not 
Sue for divorce, both because that would 
be playing the earl’s game and also be- 
cause her title is her sole stock in trade, 
socially and professionally. She doeg not 
want to marry again, and there never has 
been a whisper against her conduct since 
the ear] left her. 

Lady Scott, the countess’ mother, {s ut- 
terly against the divorce idea. 

The earl always was a singular man— 
very unpopular, phenomenally close about 
his money and never even attempting to 
take the position in society to which his 
rank entitled him. 

Earl Russell is the son of the late famous 
Earl John Russell, and his English wife is 
the daughter of Sir Claude Scott, the Lon- 
don banker, who died in 1880. He was a 
cousin of the present baronet. Earl Russell 
Succeeded to his title and estate on the 
death of his grandfather. As. a young man 
—he is naw but 3%—the earl was never dis- 
tinguished for his briliancy of intellect. 

At the age of 25 he was married to Miss 
Mabel Edith Scott, who left him a few 
months after the wedding. This desertion 
of her hsuband caused a @reat sandal in 
London, and the gossips were given plenty 
of material for comment when in Decem- 
ber, 1891, the countess sued her husband for 
divorce, The most noted lawyers in London 
were engaged on either s-de. 

The principal charge laid by the wife at 
her husband’s door was cruelty and general 
brutality. The petition of the countess re- 
lated that from the very first the ear] 
treated her with harshness and cruelty sur- 
passing description. He was in the habit 
of being very rough with animals, which 
naturally shacked her. Then he would force 
her to sit up until 2 o’clock in the morning 
attending to his accounts, and when she 
would beg for a rest he would threaten 
to do her bodily harm. 

She alleged that the earl’s religious and 
politica! views were so eccentric as to con- 
vince her of his insanity. Many other alle- 
gations than these were brought against 
the Ferl, but the courts were not satisfied 
with the evidence, and although the 
countess carried the case to the House of 
Lords, she lost it at every trial. Public 
sympathy was with the Earl, and it was 
generally believed that it was he and not 
his wife who was the persecuted party. 

At the close of the trial the countess was 
the most widely advertised woman in I,0on-

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don. The Earl left her to her own re- 
sources, which, although moderately large, 
were not sufficient for her wants. 

The countess decided she would go on the 
stage.

The per- 
formance was in the nature of a skirt 
dance, in which she was assisted by her 
sister. When she foumd that he effort at 
skirt dancing was a failure the countess 
gave up her ambition for the stage for the 
time. For seven years she lived quietly 
with her mother, trying at odd times to win 
back her husband, and always failing. Last 
year she found herself a bankrupt, and in 
March. 1899, she became a professional act- 
ress and has since earned her living in 
that occupation

He divulged a cabinet secret in revealing 
that he had opposed the action of his col- 
leagues, but Mr. Tarte is superior to con- 
ventionalities. However, it is notable that 
the leader of the opposition, Sir Charles 
Tupper, recently took pains at Quebec to 
make it plain that Canada was in no way 
bound to do what she did. Public opinion 
demanded it, and its chief value lay in its 
spontaneity.

Later on, just before the opening of the 
session, Mr. Tarte went to Toronto, where 
the government had lost ground heavily 
over delaying its offer of assistance, and 
came out flatfooted for a federation of the 
empire He was bitterly assailed in the 
House for his conduct and words in regard 
to the contingent, but more especially for 
the views of his paper, La Patrie of Mon- 
treal, and in the coure of a brilliant reply 
he declared: “I am the first French Ca- 
nadian who became an imperia] federation- 
ist. and I became such because I do not 
desire to change our present political posi- 
tion. * * * What objection could there 
be to the prime minister of this great col- 
ony having a right to sit in the imperial 
councils? My French Canadian country- 
men will perhaps say to me: ‘You are go- 
ing very far; you are going to tighten the 
bonds that unite us to England.’ Sir, we 
are a part of this great British empire, and 
neither the French Canadians nor the Eng- 
lish Canadians have any other destiny than 
to remain a part of the empire. Suppose 
the premier of the country had a righ to 
sit in the imperial councils, what harm 
could it do to this country? Would not his 
voice have a great deal of influence and 
importance? * * ®° may be mistaken, 
but my own opinion fs that the colonies 
cannot possibly be ask to take part in 
imperial affairs without having a voice 
in those councils. I do not suppose that 
this idea will prevail immediately, but we 
can work to that end, and I do say that a 
man should not be accused of disloyalty 
because he holds these views.” 


MR PERKINS 1S FOR QUAY 


California Senator Has No Doubt of 
the Pennsylvanian’s Right to 
a Seat. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Quay res- 
olutions was taken up and Mr. Perkins of 
California spoke in favor of the seating of 
Mr. Quay as a Senator from Pennsylvania 
on the appointment of the Governor. He 
said he was not actuated in assuming this 
position by mere personal motives, but that 
he was controlled by the law and the leg- 


isiation. 
Mr. Perkins contended that the Governor

PITFALLS PLENTIFUL IN PARIS. 


MANY WAYS TO TRAP THE UN- 
WARY AT THE FAIR. 


The Midway is Barred, but It Is Said 
That Any Vice Can be Grati- 
fied by the Visitor.

PARIS, April 21.—Schemers are evidently 
determined to let no means to turn an hon- 
est or dishonest dollar escape during the 
Exposition. The ingenuity and daring dis- 
played by some of these sharks now lying 
in wait for visitors is astounding. Agen- 
cies providing comely and pleasant spoken 
guides, who are in reality bunco steerers, 
were thought to be rather daring, but now 
there have appeared roof gardens where tea 
costs $5 a cup and Japanese flower boats, 
which, when driven from within the Ex- 
position, are moored at an island just out- 
side the city, where things are gay and 
devilish. Forty real geishas, smuggied out 
of Japan at an enormous cost, arrived at 
this island secretly yesterday. 

A later thing than this is to dine at 
opium joints, many of which have sprung 
up in different parts of Paris during the 
last two weeks. Some of these establish- 
ments are modestly appointed, others are 
sumptuous, showing men behind them whvu 
command iarge capital. The police chosed 
one a fortnight ago kept by a French 
woman, widow of a Chinaman. Tiwemy- 
four persons, male and femaie, were there. 
Another was closed to-day, exclusiveiy fre- 
quented by Celestials employed at the icx- 
position, but a detective took the Post- 
Dispatoh correspondent through three more 
which the police, for an unknown reason, 
have left untouched. 

Proprietors imterviewed ‘declare them- 
selves sure of a large business during the 
Ex position. 

The exposition itself will be comparative- 
ly clean, thanks to the campaign against 
allowing the obnoxious midway business 
started sometime past under Senator 
Berenger, but an outside correspondent, 
after a careful investigation, can affirm 
that immense preparations have been made 
to let no vice go ungratified, no temptation 
remain untried. 

In this connection it is curious to give 
a sample of the rabid hatred of all for-

Jules Lemaitre, a famous academician 
and political leader, writing about this 
universal activity to pander to every low 
instinct, says: ‘‘But after all, it ts the for- 
eigners who will succumb most easily;

reproach us. The barbarians’ boasted energy 
will thus be sapped.

CHICAGO, April 21.—Starvation has be- 
come a factor in the building strike. Pres- 
ident Carroll of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil estimates that 1000 workmen are in act- 
ual want, and that with their families 4500 
peaple are now in the acute stage of suffer- 
ing as victims of the strike. The labor 
leaders recognize this situation and are 
making plans for relief on a large scale. 
Three of them—President Carroll, Vice- 
President Frank Buchanan and Treasurer 
James Brennock will leave to-morrow by 
orders of the council for different parts 
of the country to raise funds from the 
workmen of other cities. 

The plan decided on ts for President Car- 
rall to go east to co-operate with James 
E. Daley, who has done preliminary work 
to the same end for a week past. Buchanan 
will go to St. Paul and Minneapolis and 
thence to the Pacific Coast. Brennock will 
first canvass Iowa and then goes west as 
far as Denver. The officers hope for good

RAILROAD TRAFFIC IN MISSIS-

Trains Now Run From New Orleans to 
Jackson, but the Waters Are Caus- 
ing More Alarm Near the 
Gulf Coast.

The Jackson Waterworks Co. pumped out 
its engine-room to-day and by the aid of an 
inprovised dam resumed operations, thus 
averting the threatened water famine, No 
lives have been reported lost. 

Pearl River fell four inches during the 
afternoon and if the ra:n proves of short 
duration and local in nature, the water will 
be subsiding rapidly in the inundated dis- 
trict by to-morrow. The Illinois Central is 
now getting its trains through ta New Or- 
leans. Conservative reports received from 
nearly all of the counties affected by the 
deluge indicate that the damage in the 
State of Mississippi alone will reach at least 


$2,000,000. 

MERIDIAN, Miss., April 21—The exten- 
sive rains which have prevailed over Mis- 
sissippi and parts of Alabama for seven 
days, making the rivers and smalier 
streams of these states rise to an unprecc- 
dented extent and overflow the lowlands, jis 
causing suffering and a loss of property 
never knawn before. Thousands of acres ol 
farming lands have been devastated and 
the early crops will prove a total loss. 
Homes have been destroyed, and in some 
cases the occupants have lost their lives.

But they will be substantiated 
by persons having Intimate knowledge of 
the situation, who are not under official 
abligation to minimize the facts. Our minds 
are impotent to imagine 9,000,000 of peo- 
pie dying within a year or two, In a sin- 
gie country, from lack of food to eat. But 
40,00 are but one-fifteenth of the popu- 
lation of India 

“But let us suppose some members of our 
family to have been admitted to the relief 
works; or, if the + were too much exhausted 
to work, then to the poorhouse, What are 
rellef works? They are road or railrond 
building, canal digging, trrigation tank 
making, kept in reserve by the government 
for such contingencies. They are useful 
works, but not of pressing importance. 
Ordinarily they would progress siowly with 
regular gangs of laborers. But famine 
cajises thousands of feeble laborers to be 
employed mainly for their own sake in order 
that they may receive the famine wages 
of from 2 to 4 cents a day, according to sex 
and efficiency. Small children are not re- 
quired to work, but are paid 1 cent a day 
gratuitously. Lf the work is neglected the 
pay is stopped.

borers and the wages are calculated to just 
keep a human being alive. Two to 4 cents 
will keey, a2 man or woman in grain enough 
to live, provided they do not have to work, 
but exertion makes them need a little more, 
and, not getting more, they weaken tif 
they heve to be sent to the hospital 
poeorhouse; or, as often happens, they die 
in the works. Ont of 1000 persons on relief 
work who lie down to sleep at night an ave- 
erage of 70 are found dead in the morning. 
They might, however, live longer were it 
not for certain trregular condlilons which 
I will now mention. 

“The poorhouses are simply large open 
yards with wattle huts built against the 
wall. Here swarm the more helpless sufe 
ferers. You see childrén whose bodies have 
long ceased to look human: they resemble 
ants or beetles. All fat has been consumed; 
the muscular tissues have followed: there 
is rothing left but the dry, harsh skin, 
which Is cold to the touch, and the shrunke 
en veins, arterics and sinews beneath. The 
skeleton is revealed in all its details. The 
arms and legs are of the circumference of 
a¢.an’s thumb; the neck, hardly twe 
inches in dinmeter, barely supports the 
skull; the skin ia tightly drawn over the 
face, which, with its dull eyes and immobile 
expression, has a ghastly, gnome-like look, 
utterly unlike anything we are used to ese 
sociate with children. 

“Owing to the absence of muscles these 
creatures cannot walk. They totter along, 
unable to lift the leg or rise on the toe. and 
thelr arms dangle helpless at their sides. 
But In addition to the ravages of starvation 
moet of them are also suffering frum some 
of the diseases above mentioned. Upen 
their misery and filth, réveaiing them in all 
their hideous detalls, beats down continu. 
ally the awful sun of Indie. The children 
stand motionless in the courts or Me under 
the foul sheds waiting for death, Most of 
them are orphans. Native women are ap- 
pointed to care for then. These caretakers 
are ititeves and merciless, like other In- 
dians, They covertly deprive their ohargra 
of their food and push the ghastly ite!

Thetruth is that the 
advances since 1898 have been isolated and exceptional. Several branches 
of organized labor have secured advances of 10 per cent, to even 30 per 
cont. Liut organized labor, though it cuts so large a figure In the labor 
world, is but a fraction of the country’s wage-workers. The actual] roll- 
eall cf the Federation of Labor at Detroit last fall was less than 400,000. 
‘ne rank and file of the great American industrial army are keeping 
step to the same stipend of 1898... 

What then? While the politician, the press and the preacher are jolli- 
fying over prosperity, the work.ngman and his wife find their daily in- 
come gradually lesing its purchusing power. The prayer, “Give us, this 
day, our daily bread,” is for a scantier or a coarser loaf.

Sr3 is fairly honeycombed with caves, which were often utilised 
by the aboriginal inhabitants as dwellings, and especially ag 
burial places. Thus, though the people who occupied them have’ 

passed away, large collections of their bones are to be found in the cay- 

erus o1 the island. The Antilles generally are a paradise for the hunter 
after prehistoric crania, and, as might be expected, the skeletons of the 
ancient dead are accompxnied by their works of art of all kinds, such 
as as earthenware pots, wooden bowts, and tools of stone. There was no 

Lurial, properly speaking, but the bodies were simply lala away in the 

caves—doubtless wrapped in some way, as is shown by remnants of 

fabrics which remain. 

The aboriginal inhabitants of Cuba were Arawaks and Caribs. 
Tribes of the same stocks inhabited portions of the adjacent coast of 
@Scouth America, and perhaps there were Caribs also in Florida. Any- 
~ how, the Arawaks seem to have been comparatively peaceful and gentle, 
© While the Caribs were very warlike, and it is probable that the former 
2 were the earlier occupants and that the latter were invaders. The flerce

@ sarcer Was cut short by the appearance of Columbus and the occupation

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those parts. From the first the newcomers were intent hot only upon 
discovery, but on the acquisition of gold and other valuable things 
which the natives had or were believed to possess. This led to conflict, 
and iinally to the enslavement of the natives, the Spanish invaders ure- 
ing as one excuse for their cruelties that the Indians, more particularly 
the Caribs, were cannibals. The policy of enslavement was carried out 
on a wide scale over the Antilles; but the natives did not make satis. 
factory laborers, and the brutalities to which they were subjected speed- 
ily brought about their practical extermination. Some of them. taking 
refuge in caves and other places of concealment, were actually hunted 
like w:ld beasts and ruthlessly destroyed. 

Thus it came about that the Arawaks and Caribs of Cuba and the 
other islands of the West Indies were soon reduced to such a low point 
in respect to numbers as to become an unimportant element of the 
population. It has only been in very late years that scholars have at- 
tempted to revive interest in them and to make a study of them from 
an ethnological standpoint. Though the people themselves are gone, 
everywhere throughout the Antilles and on the adjacent mainland of 
Central America evidences of their occupation in prehistoric times are 
found, and many of the remains they have left behind are of the utmost 
interest. The caves of which I have spoken are numbered by thousands 
and hundreds of them were used as burial places. 
| Few travelers on the peninsula of Florida have failed to visit and to 

wonder at the remarkable springs which are characteristic of that re- 

gion. The peninsula, as to geological formation, is made up mainly of 
the debris of corals, shells and bones of animals, more or less compacted 
wRich formed a limestone exceedingly soluble in Water and permeable 
by water. Thus it happens that the water which falls upon the sur- 
face of the ground sinks through to the sea level, finding its way out in 
springs ciong the coast. Among the most remarkable of these springs 
are those of the Ocklawaha.

As I have already said 

these caverns were utilized very commonly as ossuaries, and, as one 

might suppose, the human remains which they contain, often in very 

yy large quantities, are in ell degrees of preservation, covered over with 

b2 debris and sometimes with stalagmitic material deposited by dropping 
water, It is evident that when a body was laid away in a cave, various 
articics of personal property were deposited with it. Accordingly, we 
found some remains of wooden utensils, such as bowls; but wood soon 
decays, and therefore nearly all of the objects of that material have 
disappeared, the same being true of fabrics. We must remember that 
these deposits are four centuries old, and some much more an ciert. 

C2 No, We Cannot speak of the degree of civilization enjoyed by these pre- 

historic people. They did not possess anything worthy to be called a 

» Civilization. They had not even reached the’ stage of barbarism. One 

might ray that they were in the highest grade of savagery—peérhaps on 

about the same plane with the Iroquois. They made pottery, of the 

remnants of which we found considerable quantities, and they used im- 
DO louennt of stone.” Earthenware pots and stone tools do not decay 

though the former may be broken, and so they have remained intact, 
o relatively speaking. As to the degree of intelligence possessed by the 

carly Arawaks and Caribs, we can judge nothing from their crdnia. 

In Yucatan, in prehistoric times, cities were built over underground 
rivers, the formation there being similar to what I have described, and 
were supplied with water drawn up from wells that tapped these rivers, 
¢In places the roofs of the rivers are perforated by the disintegra- 

tion ot the limestone, forming natural wells or sinks one hun- 
dred feet or more in depth, the water in which can be reached in 
niany cases only by ropes or laddtrs. In olden times every such well 
or group of wells, was encircled by buildings, and huge temples were 
constructed over the well holes. A like condition of affairs, geologically 
Speaking, is found in Jamaica, which Prof. Holmes and myself visited on 
our way back from Cuba. Most of the valleys on that island have not 
been carved by running streams on the surface, but have been made 
by the sinking of the land into the channels formed by the rivers run- 
ping underground. 
3 Thus were formed what are known in Jamaica as “cockpit lands,” 
© wiiich are found in many parts of that island. They are characterized 
he by sinks which commonly are chambered with caves around the sides, 
T hes: €a ves were doubtless occupied anciently by the natives, who gath- 
x ered from the sea the oysters and other edible mollusks, carrying them 
6 into the interior for their daily food. In the course of time shells thrown 
@ aside accumulated in enormous heaps of “kitchen refuse,”” which remain

»Siniilar “kitchen middens” in Cuba and elsewhere in the Antilles, 

-Lmong the Antilles, Porto Rico stands alone itn respect to the fact 
that 't is not drained by underground rivers. That little island has not 
the limestone formation found elsewhere in the West Indies, but has on 
all sides of it navigable streams, so that all around its seacoast sailing 
¢ Vesscls are able to penetrate a considerable distance into the interior— 
fact which has had ar important bearing upon the settlement an@

e laws under which most of these gamblers are arrested provide 
riXprisonment as well as fine. Especially in the case of old offenderg 
the clear intention of the law to inflict a term of imprisonment. 
n all matters of crime it is the aim of the law to prevent the con- 
inuance of the offence as well as to punish the offender. 
In iSS? the Saxton Pool bill was passed in New York making poof 
a “‘elony punishable by imprisonment, with a minimum penalty of ong 
year. In less than two weeks a thousand poolrooms in the State were 
do soup. 
The most important thing to do at present is to obtain legal evidence 
>that will connect the principals with the gambling establishments, 
The men who occupy high social positions in the city and who stand 
@ back of these gamblers ought to be indicted and sent to State's prison,

* the rish man go free. Such partiality is abhorrent. A felon should

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Gambling is not an cftence which should be regarded lightly. 
There is little doubt that the pelitical bosses are in touch with the 
gamblers and other offenders, but it is very difficult to secure direct 
evidence o ftheir complicity. Our Society for the Suppression of Vice 
secured last year 86 convictions out of 89 cases tried. If we had more 
means and a larger force of men we could do much more. But after all 
the main thing is to educate public sentiment up to a point where vice 
will not be indured. If all the churches and Christian organizations 
could be stirred up to a erusade against these immoral dives vieé 
would soon become so dangerous and unprofitable that it could be

Before the Convention Hall Ceased Burning on April 4 


These Live Men Had Made Arrangements to 
Rebuild and to Entertain the Demo- 
cratic Convention on July 4. 
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ANSAS CTTY'S Convention Hall—her 
pride—was burned on April 4 At 
four minutes past 1 o'clock In the 

efternoon the fire alarm tapped in the office 
of the Star, the warning of the burning of 
Kansas City’s pride, the Convention Hall. 
Two minutes later the telephone bell rang. 
The message that came over the wire was: 
“I give $0 toward rebuilding Convention 
Hall.” 


When the fire began members of the 
Girectory of the Convention Building were 
lunching at the Kansas City Club, nearby, 
They hurried to the scene. Men etopped 
them at every step with subscriptions 
toward the rebullding of the hall. 

Street railway employes shouted to them 
from their cars: 


“Put me down for $%. Here's my num- 
ber,”’ pointing to their caps. 

Pelicemen, strect-sweepers, messenger 
boys did the same. 

Before the building was destroyed, W1!!- 
fam R. Nelson, proprietor of the Kansas 
City Star, had subscribed $5000 to the re- 
bullding fund. Walter H. Holmes and W 
B. Thayer contributed Nke amounts next 
day. 


By 8 o'clock, less than two hours after the 
Gre, the directors had met the crisis by de- 
ciding the three all-important questions: 
That Convention Hall should be rebuilt; 
that is should be as nearly fire-proof as 
possibile; that it should be rebuilt tn time 
for the National Democratic Convention, 
July 4. 

The amount of fubecriptions received 
while the fire was raging was over $5,000 

Before the afternoon was over Secretary 
@. M. Clendening , of the directory, had 
wired the Gillette-Herzog Manufacturing 
Oompeny of Minneapolis for figures on a 
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duplicate of the steel work and a favorable 
reply had been received. 

These incidents show the epirit of Kansas 
City—the spirit which began the work of 
rebullding a new Convention Hall while 
the old one was burning.

Tho plan of the new hall is practically @ 
duplicate of the one that was destroyed. 
An important difference is that the new 
building will be as nearly fireproof as siow 
combustion processes, non - combustible 
paint, asbestos and metal can make !t 

The only other changes are in the placing 
of the stage at the side instead of at the 
end of the eclipse, and the slopping of the 
top gallery, which in the old hall was flat 
and was used as a promenade. This will 
increase the seating capacity. 

The directors will have the hall fit for 
the use of the national convention by July 
4 This does not mean that ik will be en- 
tirely completed by that time; burt it will 
be inclosed and roofed and there will be 
seats for between 15,000 and 20.000 persons. 

The foundations of the other buliding will 
be used for the new. They have been pro- 
nounced In the main sound and uninjured 
and with slight repairs will be as good as 


new.

He has been a fighter all his 
life, and has had a military training such 
as few men in the army have been able to 
obtain.

By close application ta “Hardee's Tac- 
ties,’’ then the manual of the United States 
Army, youn@ McArthur mastered the in- 
tricacies of infantry drill, and on the or- 
ganization of the Twenty-fourth Wisconsin 
Regiment. which was Known in the Union 
Army as the ‘‘Milwaukee’’ regiment, he be- 
came one of its drillmasters, although hald- 
ing no official rank, So well equipped did 
he prove himself for this work that on the 
departure of the regiment for the front, 
many of its officers and men petitioned 
the governor of the to appoint him 
adjutant of the regiment. The request was 
granted, and the boy of 18 went to the war 
regimental adjutant wth the rank 
of first lieutenant. 

The Twenty-fourth Wisconsin was in the 
thickest of Shevy.dan’'s fight at Stone River, 
that occasion it was commanded by 
the majar of regiment, by 
Adjutant Ma The brig ade of which 
the regiment formed a part was attacked 
in the rear on ammount of the turning of tht 
right flank of the Un/on line. Gen. Joshua 
Sill, the brigade commander. was killed 
at the beginning of the battle, and during 
the course of the day the brigade formed 
in line under fire seven times. The Twenty- 
fourth Wisconsin lost half its men, but Me- 
Arthur came through without a scratch, and 
|} his daring work made him the hero of the 
regiment from that time forward In his of- 
fic.al report of battle Major Hibbard 
said: . 

“To the adjutant of the regiment I am 
more than indebted for his ald and efficient 
service rendered during the engagements.

Maj. McArthur, althaugh only ©, comme 
manded the decimated regiment at the bat- 
tle of Kenesaw Mountain and throughout 
the remainder of the year 1864, until he won 
new laurels and received a serious wound 
in the famous battle of Franklin, 
curious fact that up to that time, although 
constantly and sometimes recklessly expor- 
ing himself to danger, he had been struck 
but once. That Was at Kenesaw, where he 
was saved possibly from a fatal wound by 
a packet of letters which he cartied in hile 
breast pocket. 

The brigade of which the Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin, under MacArthur, formed a 
part, reached Franklin after twelve hours 
of forced marching, and was engaged in the 
battle there almost immediately. To reach 
the place, Which was the rallying point fer 
that division of the Union army, MacArthur 
and his men were compelled to out their 
way through the Confederates, a feat whith 
they accomplished in a flerce hand to han@ 
encounter, It was in this portion of the 
battle that MacArthur was struck dawn, 
Gen. Stanley, the division cammafnder, if 
reporting the affair, wrote: 


“IT will not say that the Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin had all to do with saving the day 
at Franklif, but they had a large part in 
it, and in this feat they were led by thetr 
gallant boy Colonel, Arthur MacArthur.” 

It was impossible to appoint MacArthur 
Colonel of the Twenty-fourth Wisconsin, 
because the regiment had lost so many mén 
that it was not entitled to a Colonel, but ité 
young leader, then about ® years of age, 
received the brevet rank of Colonel. As 
Lieutenant-Colonel he led the regiment dur- 
ing the remainder of its career, and was 
mustered out with it at the end of the wag, 
im 1865. 


MacArthur entered the reguiar army in 
the following year, and it is sald that hie 
application for a commission Was indorsed 
by Gen. Grant and Gen. Sherman, both of 
whom were familiar with his record in the 
Civil War He entered the service as @ 
First Lieutenant, and was promoted almost 
immediately to be the youngest Captain ia 
service, For nearly » years Capt. 
MacArthur served with various regiménts 
in the West and Southwest, participating ia 
several Indian campaigns. 


In 1889 MacArthur became a Major ang 
Assistant Adjutant General. Me remained 
in the Adjutant General's office until the 
outbreak of the Span'sh war, having bern 
promoted Lieutenant Colonel In the mentie 
time lie wae then appointed a Prigacdier 
General of Volunteers, and was sert to Ma 
nilla with the first detachment of troope gia. 
patched ta the Philippines. There with hig 
brigade he captured at a angle blow tite 
town and brigade of Malate, Which wae the 
most important step leading up to the sus 
render of Minlla. Since that time his name 
haa been mentioned conetantly tn the @i@. 
patches from Manila, and his work fh cer. 
rying the campaign against Gen. Lune te 
a successful conclusion made him a Majer- 
General of the line-the youngest in the 
army. . 


In his methods of fighting Gen. MacArthur 
is much like the late Gen. Lawten, and it 
is said that his constant exposure te their 
fire led the Filipinos to bellewe he wae in- 
vulnerable. Gen. MacArthur is now in his 
Sith year, and has a few years of active 
service ahead of him before he will be re- 
tired under the age limit. In that time it 
is xely that he will add new taurele te 
his name and climb to the highest eomman@ 
in the United States Army.

For the benefit of those who cannot go to 
Paris we will to-day present a more de 
talled view of the principal scenes, with

The best that can be 
Gone is to show their present aspect. 

The main exhibition bulldings are. the 
great features. They are all called paiaces, 
and the term is not a misnomer, for these 
buildings have walls of white stone, and 
though the gigantic roofs may be of steel 
framework, their angles are covered with 
stucco and terra cotta. The various palaces 
cover from one to five acres each and are 
surrounded by gardens and esplanades. 
They include the Horticultural Pace, with 
tte fairy tropical scenes; the Palace of 
Fetes, the Palace of Costumes, the Palace 
of Deoorative Arts and Manufactures, the 
Palace of Arta, Science and Education, etc. 

On the north bank of the Seine ts one of 
the most picturesque features of the expo- 
sition. It is a restoration of Old Paria of 
the fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. Entering it through the ancient 
gate of Bt. Michel of the old city wall, the 
visitor comes upon the quaint, eteep-roofed 
and gormer-window houses that stood on 
that Very spot centuries ago. There is the 
birthplace of Mollere the Shakspeare of 
France; the tower of the ancient Louvre 
and the pillory of St. Germaine, where the 
witches and criminale used to be tortured 
in the public square. 

In the midst of this eld Paris is the 
Cour des Miracles, once the haunt of crim- 
tnals, which Victor Hugo portrays so viv- 
idly in “The Hunchback of Notre Dame.” 

In thia quarter. restored from the past 
and cleansed of vice, the moet fantastic lit- 
tle carnivals are held. Egyptians, Alger'!- 
ane, Fellahs, Orientals, with their fascinat- 
ing arts, here disport themselves, making 
this place what the Midway Piaisance was 
to Chicago, 

At another potnt on the Seine a part of 
the city of Venice is reproduced. There are 
the water etreets, with the dark-hued gon- 
Goliars plying upon them; the old palace 
of the Doges on a emall scale, the nar- 
row canals between rowe of private houses. 
This is a little city of pleasure, with its 
cafes and concert halls. 

The show features are numberiess. There 
is the Palace of Fountains, with its little 
Niagara thundering down in @ great noise 
of waters. There ere fountains every- 
where, throwing their eprays into the air. 
leaping up like geysers, falling down like 
cascades, splashed up by mermaids, water 
bubbling over into marble pools, watery 
mist giorified into rainbows and made into 
@ thousand changing fantasies by electric 
and calcium lights. 

Then there is the Palace of lAght. « 
Gainty, fairyiike creation. whose founda- 
tions and walls and floors are of crystal 
and giass ‘The gayly attired throngs pass- 
ing in and out seem like sprites, or ef- 


the 197-foot long tube being pointed direct- 
ly at the heavens, it is in a horizontal] posi- 
tion. The tmage of the moon and s6tars 
is focused by a movable plane mirror and 
thrown into one end of this tube. This mir- 
ror is six and a half feet across, and the 
tube into which it throws the image is 
five feet in diameter. Within this tube are 
the lenses that magnify and remagnify the 
moon's image until, when it ts reflected 
from the opposite end of the tube upon a 
screen. it makes an illuminated picture io 
fect across.

If it is desired to study seome 
particular part of the moon, a volcano cone, 
for instance, the lenses in the telescope 
can be so arranged as to enlarge that par- 
ticular object till its image covers the en- 
tire screen. The mountain of the moon can 
then be seen with the same distinctness as 
if it were only a mile away. 


The life-size $200,000 statue of Maude 
Adams in solid gold, which ts to form part 
of the Colorado gold exhibit, is in the 
same building with the giant te'escope. 


A French astronomer, A. Galeron, has 
built a model of the earth, sun, moon and 
stars which is run by electricity. It is no 
plain astronomical object lesson, but a 
epectacular affair, in which the revolu- 
tions of Jay ond night, the changes of the 
seasons, comets and the eclipses of the sun 
and moon appear. All this display is ina 
huge sphere 146 feet in diameter, resting 
on a tower 6 feet above the earth. Into 
this dark, hollow hall the epectaters enter. 
The rounded ceiling above glimmers with 
sun, moon and etars, while in the center 
ia the earth, a ball 3 feet in diameter. To 
get the most vivid sensations of the mo- 
tions of this mimic universe a person climbs 
up to the earth by way of the South Pole. 
He may then follow a spiral staircase up 
around the outside of the globe till he 
comes to the exact part of the world where 
his home is. 


One of the greatest conveniences of this 
Exposition is the moving sidewalk. that al- 
most completely encircles the graunds. 

Though Paris is over a hundred miles 
from the sea, a little sea beach has been 
made on the grounds with salt water 
pumped from the ocean. Stranger than this. 
even, &@ person can take a sea voyage on 
dry land by means of the Mareorama. This 
ig an ingenious contrivance, which ts the 
ogy counterpart of a ship above the water

An air castle Is another unique entertain- 
ment featu'e. It is a huge balloon, with 
an alum'‘uum frame. Where the basket 
would be ordinarily is a spacious, castle- 
shaped pavilion arranged as a cafe and 
concert hall.

‘“‘More than three-quarters of a century 
ago the different fur companies operating 
out of New York and St. Louis located 
trading points along the Missouri! River, 
and in almost every instance the men sent 
out were Frenchmen who married Indian 
women and raised families, many of which 
still occupy lands tn close proximity to 
where thelr ancestors settled. By trading 
with the Indians these men accumulated 
wealth rapidiy, not only for thelr emplay- 
ers. but for themseives. In later years, 
after the fur companies abandoned the 
country, these men remained, many of them 
engaging in the live stock businesa, lI'ving 
upon large ranches along the Missouri and 
the tributary streams. 

“One of the wealthiest of the early set- 
tlers !s Pierre Narcelle, who now resides 
on the reservation across the Missour! 
River from Blunt, 8S. D., where, with his 
of six grown-up 
he watches over 8000 head of cattie 
and nearly 1000 horses that range over the 
plains. Speaking of early days in the set- 


River, Pierre Narcelle said: 


"In 1825, when a boy of 15 years of ege, 
T left St. Leuls tn company with ea party 
of New York men, who were about to en- 
gage in the fur business. We went up the 
river on a emall steamboat seeking «a lo- 
cation. We found nothing that euited us 
until we reached the mouth of Chappelle 
Creek, 30 miles below Bad River, a stream 
that has its mouth directly opposite Pierre, 
At that polnt we found a wide bench of 
land, with a fine forest of trees extending 
down to the river bank. 

“We left St. Louls early in the epring 
and made our landing in July. At that time 
a white man had never navigated the river 
above the point where Yankton now stands, 
except for the purpose of exploring. There 
had been very few of these and the only 
ones who left any record of the trip were 
Lewis and Clarke. In those days there 
were plenty of Indians roaming over the 
country, but, as they hed never come in 
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contact the

the mouth of Chappelle creek, we decided 
that It wae the place for us to locate, and, 
unloading our goods, we went to work 
building a log house. There being plenty 
of timber at hand, we were not long in 
completing our habitation, which stands to- 
day, and is occupied by one of my sons. 


“After we had landed the boat went 
back, and from then until the next summer 
we did not see a white man. As soon as 
we were settled we were ready for the 
business that brought us to the country. 
This portion of Dakota was the home of 
the Sioux, the best and most rellable of 
the North Américan Indians. By dealing 
honestly with the Indians we soon won 
their friendship and acquired a trade that 
came in from hundreds of miles to the west 
and north. We traded our goods for robes 
and skins, and even paid money. 


“The first winter that we were at the 
mouth of Chappelle creek we did an im- 
mense business, and when the boat came 
up the following summer we had enough 
to load it to the gunwhales. When it came 
it brought another stock of goods. When 
it returned it took two of the white men 
back. This continued for ea number of 
years, until It became necessary to put two 
steamers into the trade, one coming early 
in the spring and the other late tn the fall. 
Each time we sent the boats back loaded. 
I estimated that during the first ten years 
of our residence in that country we cleared 
$25,000 annually for our employers. We 
were paid $1,000 per year and board. In- 
stead of sending my money back to the 
States I Invested {t in ponies and articles 
that the fur company did not care to han- 
die. The ponies I sent out on the range, 
where they roamed about with those bde- 
longing to the Indians. The articles that I 
bought I sent back to friends, who sol 
them at a good profit. 
sent back to me to be used later. 


“Along about 188 I negotiated with the 
owners of the boats to bring me half a doz. 
en cowe on the first spring trip. For these 
I paid $0 each in St. Louis, and another 
$50 each for delivering them at the store. 
They came through in good shape, and, 
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bie herd of cattle. About this time the 
government established an Indlan agency 
White Swan, 100 miies down the river, 
a military post at Fort Thompson, 
long since abandoned. The post was fifty 
mites down the river. At these places I 
sold my fat cattle to the government, re- 
ceiving frequently ae high as 10 cents per 
for beef on the hoof. Later Tort 
Randall, down the river, and Fort Sully, 
above, were located and manned. These 
gave me a better market for 
Iny steers, and it was not long before Il 
was selling all the cattle I could raise, 
sometimes as many as 1,500 per year.

‘‘My money in those days was always in 
gold, and as there were no banks within 
hundreds of miles, there was nothing to 
do but bank it in the ground. In half a 
dozen places around my house between the 
years of 1850 and 1860 I frequently had from 
$30,000 to $60,000 buried. These places were 
known to all of the members of the family, 
but to no other persons. The banks were 
good enough and safe enough until In the 
spring of 1861, when three of them broke, 
and I lost $72,000 tn gold and aliver. Just 
how my banks happened to break may be 
of interest to people who have lost money 
through the operations of dishonest cash- 
lers. 


“As I have heretofore remarked, the house 
built for the fur company was on the bank 
of Chappelle Creek.

LEXCTRICITY as a power is markete 
S able; it is a manufacture and costs 

money to produce. If it can be 
brought across the border line into the 
United States it can compete with electric- 
ity generated here and reduce the supply 
of American home-made electricity re- 
guired. 

Should it pay duty? 
electricity be protected by 
Dingley bill against the 
tricity of other lands? 

Here is the latest oddity presented (0 
the Treasury Department. It was brought 
up recently by a power company in On- 
tario, Canada, which tnformally raised the 
question whether the United States Govern- 
ment would tax their product If, by a cable 
otherwise, they transmitted electricity 
to various cities and towns on the Amerte- 
can shore.

have been cut open and mangled in every 
part of the body and have been kept alive 
in a mutilated state for experiments last- 
ing days or weeks.

There can be no doubt of the ability of 
the telegraph companies to handle the 
enormous business of a national corven- 
tion at Kansas City. The city Is the fourth 
in the coutitry, in point of telegraph facili- 
ties. The Western Union can send 2,000,000 
words a day out of Kansas City and the 
Postal can send out 1,000,000. 

The greatest number of words ever sent 
from a national convention was at Chicago, 
July 4, 189, when the Western Union sent 
750,000 words and the Postal 600,000.

Kansas City Is the farthest point west at 
which a national convention of either the 
Democratic or Republican party was ever 
held. 

Although there have been some deviations 
from the general rule, the trend of national 
conventions has been westward. For 20 years 
~—from 1832 to 18%2—Baltimore had all the 
Democratic conventions. Then in 1956 both 
Demoacrata and Republicans jumped west- 
ward to Cincinnati. In 1860 the Democrais 
went south to Charleston, 8S. C., and the 
Republicans took a farther jump westward 
where théy nominated Abraham 
Lincoln. In 1864 the Democrats held at Chi- 
cago, willie the Republicans went eastward 
Baltimore. In 1868 the Democrats fol- 
lowed the Republican example of four years 
before and went to New York, while the 
Ke public ans went west to Chicago again. 

In 1872 both conventions were in the East, 
the Democrats at Baltimore and the Re- 
publican at Philadelphia, In 1876 the Dem- 
ocrats broke the record by coming to St. 
Louis and the Republicans stopped off haif- 
way at Cincinnati, 


THE FARTHEST WEST. 


In 188) Cincinnat! had the Democratic con- 
vention and Chicago the Republican con- 
vention. In 1834 bo*h conventions went to 
In 1888 the West held its sway 
by capturing the Democratic convention for 
St. Louls and the Republican convention 
for Chicago. The Democrats went to Chi- 
cago in 1892 and the Republicans went to 
Minneapolis, then the farthest point west. 
In 1896 the Democrats sat et Chicag@ ard 
the Republicans at St. Louis. 

This year the westward march is kept up 
by the Democrats, who go to Kansas City, 
while the Republicans have retreated to 
Philadelphia. A summary shows that Chi- 
cago, a Western city, has had nine conven- 
tions, while Baitimore holds the record for 
the East with six. Circinnati has had four, 
St. Louis three, Philadelphia two and New 
York and Charleston, 3. C., one each, 
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to

OW does it feel to have one’s arm 
H blown from the mouth of a cannon? 
Few living men can answer the 
question. One of them is Sergt. Mosris J. 
Mendilesohn of Battery N, Fifth Artillery, 
Fort Hamilton, N. Y. On March 11 bis arm 
was shot off at the fort. ~ 
Mendlesohn its in the post hospital recev- 
ering from his wounds. His left arm is off 
above the elbow, his left eye is almost blind, 
his face is covered by a stipple of powder 
marks 
Sergt. Mendlesohn is a native of Rouma- 
nia, and came to this country in 1888. He is 
24 years old. He has passed an examination 
for admission to the police force of New 
York City, though the cannon acoident will 
debar him from service. 


On the crest of a hill overlooking the 
Narrows of New York Harbor stands an old

As sundown approached on March 1 Pri- 
vate Demoe placed the regulation charge in 
the ald Napoleon. 

Presently the flag came fluttering down to 
the music of the post band. Demoe pulled 
the lanyard. There was a flash and sputter 
at the breach of the gun and a little white 
smoke went up. That was all, 

The old Napoleon had rebelled. Sergt. 
Mendlesohn, who was hauling down the 
flag, noticed that the gun had falled to fire.

We had tried three times to fire the 
charge, but somehow it would not go off.

I 
was standing on the left of the gun, bend- 
ing down, with my face toward the muzzle. 
I held the rammer in my left hand and 
was ramming with one arm. 

Suddenly there was a bDiinding flash of 
Ught—white and intense. 

Then I felt a peculiar falling sensation. 
I experienced no pain, but wae dimly con- 
scious that something awful had happened. 
My head felt Gung and the wind edema,

afterward that at this time I was flying 
through the alr. 

My next sensation was a slight twitching 
pain in my left arm, and I found myself 
lying on the ground on my back. My body 
was in an oblique position, my head toward , 
the gun, which was more than © feet 
away. The ramrod had carried me this far, 

What became of the rammer no one 
knows. I’ suppose it was sent half across 
the bay and sank somewhere in the Nar- 
rows. If I had been half an inch nearer 
the gun the stick would bave been driven 
right through me 

The tingling sensation in my left hand 
made me feel for it with my right. To my 
surprise and horror I found that my left 
band was not there. I only found the arm, 
and when I touched it I couki feel nothing 
but pieces of broken bone. My coat sleeve 
was a@ tatter of rags, which were on Gre, 
My arm was shattered. 

Strange to relate, I still kept feeling for 
the missing hand. Most of the pain seemed 
to be there. 

Private Demos came up at this time and 
he placed two fingers oan the arteries in my 
arm and stopped the blood, which was 
gushing from it. I was fully conscious dur- 
ing the entire time, 

I cannot say that I felt any pain, with 
the exception of the slight tingling sensa- 
tion {in the missing band. Some men from 
the hospital came up and were lifting me on 
a stretcher when I noticed that @ civilian 
had come into the grounds end was watch- 
ing us. As I did not wish the accident to 
get talked about I asked the men to put 
me down until At stranger could be sent 
out of the grounds. This shows bow little 
Il must have been suffering. 

When I got to the hospital it was found 
that the entire lower portion of my ieft 
arm had been blown off, and Dr. Brooks, 
surgeon for the post, had an amputation 
done that evening, culling the arm away 
above the elbow. 

It is very curious, but the pain which I 
suffered most was in the fingers, wrist and 
palm of the missing arm and hand, 

I have even now a@ slight cramp in the 
palm of my left hand and It feels as if the 
fingers were still there. I have to jook some. 
times to convince myself that my hand is 
gone. 

Every now and th I feel myself slowly 
closing my left hand. hough {ft is not there, 
l can draw the fingers together until I feel 
them touch. Of course I do this very slaw- 
ly, just as if my hand were still attached 
to the arm, and I were trying to closé the 
fingers. 1 can bend each finger separately. 
The whole hand feels to me as if it were 
asleep. Every morning when I wake up tf 
feel a pain in my left hand and uncen- 
eciously I feel for the hand with my right. 

For some time after the amputation op- 
eration I did not know that the hand wae 
gone. I would not know it now were it net 
for seeing it and being unable te Gnd it 
with my right band,

Managers and Mine Examiners de- 
creed that all coal mines in Illinois should 
close. 

This association ‘s composed of mine 
bosses and examiners. Not a coal bank in 
lilinois can be worked without a mine é¢x- 
aminer present. tach examiner ‘is an of- 
ficer of the State of Illinois, recommended 
by the State Board of Mines. A state law 
says no mine shall be worked without an 
examiner at hand 

The mine owners hold that the examiners, 
being state officials, have no right to form 
an association and are combating them on 
this ground, 

The mine examiners are doubly handi- 
capped. They are opposed by the miners, as 
well as by the mine owners. The miners, 
while they are dissatisfied with the present 
seale of wages, will have nothing to do 
with the Mine Managers’ Association, be- 
cause it is not affiliated with the United 
Mine Workers’ Union. 

The case is now in statu quo. 

If this trouble is not adjusted 36,991 mine 
employes will be without work and 8&9 
mines must close.

ducing state In the Union with one ex- 
spite of labor troubles 23,434,- 
445 bituminous coal was mined in 
lliinois during 1699. Contrasted with the 
73,500,309 tons mined in Pennsylvania in the 
same time the Illinois figures fall shoft, 
yet Illinois is over 390,000,000 ahead of West 
Virginia, ‘ts nearest rival.

lands, and to facilitate in rural] districts 
school attendance, socia] intercourse, and 
a more frequent mail service, we must im- 
prove or highways. Good roads are ef- 
fective promoters of prosperity and civil- 
ization. Asin classic Greece the first path- 
ways led to temples of worship, so in mod- 
erre times the best highways lead to the 
epiritual advancement of mankind. The ce- 
real harvests of the United States now far 
exceed the demands of home consumption. 
The cheapness of the grain raised by the 
low-priced labor of foreign lands restricts 
the sale of our surplus. If there were 
good roads through this country, the 
cheaper conveyanta of prodvce from farm 
to rail or river would lift a burden of hun- 
dreds of millione from the shoulders of 
American agriculture, ircrercse the prosper- 
ity of every industry and enlarge our mari- 
time com eree by exports whose lower cost 
would enable them more successfully to 
compete with foreign products. 

Good roads mean cheaper production, 
better business, more happiness and higher 
refinement. One of the most urgent needs 
of the Tinited States is an immediate im- 
provement of its highways. 

Rut the reconstruction of our roadways 


* would cost a vast sum. To devise an ef- 


fective scheme to raise the necessary funds 
is a problem which it has puzzled finan- 
ciers ta solve. But the diretcor of the 

Office of Road Inquiry has proposed the 
establishment of postal savings banks and 
the Investment of their deposits in county 
bonds Issued for the sple purpose of road- 
making. Its financial merits commend this 
plan to the favorable consideration of 
Congress. Our countrymen are generally 
among the foremost leaders in practical 
reforms, but they have been conspicuous- 
ly slow in adopting one of the most use- 
ful institutions of Purope. Foreign post- 
officés combine with their special duties 
of letter carriage many of the functions 
of express companies and of banks of ex- 
change and deposit. In addition to the 
transmiasion of the mails, American post- 
offices do a large money order and a 
emall express business, but do not act at 
all in the capacity of banks of deposits. 
It ought not to be necessary to plead for 
the adoption of postal savings depositories. 
But their great usefulness justifies the rep- 
etition of famillar arguments. The system 
of postoffice banks has been established 
in almost every civilized country, and it 
has everywhere subserved the public in- 
terests. It is a significant and conclusive 
proof of the value of posta! depositories 
that no nation which has experienced 
their benefits has ever abolished them. 
No people which has tried the system is 
willing to be deprived of its conveniences. 
Such an organization converts a postoffice 
into a poor man’s bank. The records show 
that In every land a large proportion of 
the depositors are children, minors, and 
poor people. The chief patrons are men 
and women who support themselves and 
thelr families by manual! labor. The in- 
dividual deposita are generally small. often 
only a few cents, but their aggregate is in 
some instances immense. 

The English Government established the 
postal savings system in 1861. Since that 
date the deposite In the postoffices of Great 
Britain have amounted to more than $600.- 
000,000 and the number of depositors is 
more than 7,500,000. An educational infiu- 
ence which affects so large a proportion of 
the population is highly important. It has 
‘Been found to be universally true that pos- 
tal depositories develop habits of greater 
frugality and inspire higher conceptions of 
Gitizensh'p. The boy or man who has begun 
, to save his earhings feels a constantly in- 
creasing satisfaction in the practice of ac- 
cumulation. Soon the occasional act be- 
comes a confirmed habit. The people in 
which economy has broadened from an in- 
dividual trait into a national characteris- 
tle realizes Benjamin Franklin's ideal of 
meteria) thrift. Of al] modern nations the 
French are perhaps the most frugal. Their 
providence reduces pauperism, secures in- 
dividual competency, develops independent 
self-respect and promotes the public hap- 
piness. The enormous savings which their 
thrifty habits had accumulated enabled the 
- French people, without distress or national 
imspoverishment, to pay the Germans a war 
indemnity of $1,000,000,000. The payment of 
#0 Vast & sum in the brief period of three 
years is one of the greatest triumphs that 
frugality ever achieved. The postal gav- 
ings system would greatiy benefit the 
United States. It would be as useful here 
as it has been abroad. Our countrymen, 
reposing an unewerving confidence in the 
honor and stability of the Government. 
would gladly intrust their earnings to its 
care. Hundreds of millions which are now 
‘wasted for the want of a safe and con- 
venient investment would then be saved, 
and other hundreds of millions would be 
brought forth from unproductive concea)- 
ment and confided to the management of 
the Government. 

The beneficiaries of this new postal eer- 


. vice would become better Citizens, Their 
ef 


interests would awaken a keener 
sense of civic responsibility. Men who had 


placed their savings in the hands ef the 
Government would not be disposed to favor 
financial or military measures that might 
jeopardise their property. Their patriotism 
would become more dispassionate, thought- 
ful, and conservative. Then, too, spend- 
thrifts are apt to be profligates. Wastefull- 
ness is not confined to wealth, and prodigale, 
whether rich or poor, are more inclined to 
be Ifberal to a fault, than to a virtue. But 
economy encourages temperance and moral- 
ity and provides homes with the means 
of material comfort and Intellectual refine- 
ment. Such are some of the civic and ethi- 
cal tendencies of postal savings banks. 

But the financial benefits of this system 
are equally eignal. The experience of Eu- 
rope justifies the assumption that the post- 
al deposits would soon amount to several 
hundred million dollars. At present a large 
part of this money, If not actually squand- 
ered, is hidden in unproductive hoards, and 
the sums in the hands of individuals are 
often too small to be publicly useful. But 
cMlectedsin available amounte and invested 
in interest bearing securities the funds 
which had ‘previously been unprofitable 
would not only benefit the depositors, but, 
constantly circulating through all the 
myriad channels of Dbusinese, would quicken 
the activity of every industry and increase 
the prosperity of the nation. Such privi- 
leges of deposit as the postal system af- 
fords are greatly needed in the Uniteé 
States. 


Even in States where the population is 
densest, poor people lack opportunities for 
the safe investment of small amounts. But 
in the far West, there ere large extents of 
territory where, in consequence of the 
sparseness of the population, few banks 
exist. But every hemlet, however small, 
has a postoffice and if this office were also 
a bank of deposit, it would render a profit- 
able service to the citizens. Such a facility 
for the investment of small sums would be 
Specially useful in regions where there 
were few savings banks. It is a great con- 
venience that the funds deposited in one 
office can be withdrawn from any other 
office in the United States. 

The objection of bankers that postal de 
positories would injure their business does 
not seem to be well founded. P robably the 
Government would not pay more than 2 or 
246 per cent interest on the moneys its 
postoffices received. The banks could af- 
ford to pay a higher rate thar this and 
would, of course, secure all the large 
amounts. The sums too small for their ac- 
ceptance would go to the postal depost- 
tories. But as soon as the accumulations 
were large enough to command the higher 
interest, they would be transferred from 
the postoftice to the banks. Asseuredly any 
institution that augmented the public 
wealth would enhance the prosperity of 
banks. The adoption of the proposed sys- 
tem would require but a slight increase of 
the postal force. The cost of administra- 
tion would be small. Im other lands, it has 
varied from a little more than one- fifth to 
less than one-half of 1 per cent on the de- 
posits. 

Every consideration of intelligent patriot- 
ism, good citizenship, right living, public 
economy, local convenience and national 
enrichment urges the introduction of the 
postal savings system. It may be safely 
assumed that the practica] wisdom of 
American statesmen wil] soon establish in 
the United States an institution that has 
proved highly beneficial to other countries. 

The payment of interest on postal de- 
posits implies a productive investment of 
the funds. To what usé can the Govern- 
ment most advantageously apply the mon- 
eys derived from its postoffice banks? 

There is no interna] improvement which 
would s0 materially benefit the United 
States as the construction of good roads 
Well built highways would lessen the labor 
of men and animals in transferring products 
from the places of growth or manufacture 
to railroad or steamboat, save time and 
$600,000,000 of unnecessary cost on primary 
transportation, facilitate domestic inter- 
changes and extend our foreign commerce. 
These are advantages of national and 


transcendent importance which can only |‘ 


be secured by an immense outlay of money. 
The funds deposited in our postal savings 
banks could be appropriated to no better 
use than the rebuilding of our highways. 
One of the objections to the proposed re- 
form is that the Government could not 
find enough securities in which to invest its 
postal deposits. But the Improvement of 
our roads would absorb all the savings 
which the postoffices received. It has been 
Suggested by the Chief of the Office of 
Road Inquiry that the Government should 
invest the funds derived from that source 
in county bonds pledged to defray the costs 
of roadbuilding. The security would be 
anmyple. Based upon a low valuation of rea! 
egtate, the bonds would be entirely good 
at the date of issue, and they would become 
more and more valuable as the reconstruc- 
tio: of the roads raised the price of the ad- 
jJacent lands. The average appreciation 
of real estate in the neighborhood of itm- 
proved highways has been estimated at 
from ® io $10 an acre, according to the 
Situation and distance from market. Such 
securities would effectively guarantee the 
Government against loss. Ordinarily there 
is a higher rate of interest in new settle- 


ments than there is in long-established |

communities. But under thie system, there 
would be no difference. The interest on 
loans Of postal deposits would be as low 
in mew and aparsely peopled districts as it 
would be In old and populous States. The 
firet and greatest beneficiaries of these 
Government loans would be the farmers. 
Money usually gravitates (to the financial 
centers and does not freely return to the 
circumference. But, tn this instance. the 
millions would be expended in the country 
on improvements which primarily must 
benefit the planters. The outlay of so much 
money among the farmers would deservedly 
better the condition of the chief factors 
vf our mailonal wealth. The capital spent 
upon the highways and made more effective 
by their improvement would circulate ia

HOW TO BECOME AN 
EXPERT REVOLVER SHOT. 
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St. Louis Police Are Training and 
Many Citizens Wish to Learn How 


a Gun May Be

There are plenty of 
men in St. Louis whoa have shot men, jn 


EF’ vou were going to shaot a man, 


elf-defense or otherw.se, and there are a 


te w here who have taught the gentle art 


of self-defense by the revoNWer method. 
Some of these willl tell you the best manner 


of shooting your man effectually if you are 


constrained to do so. 

One of the best marksmen with rifle, p!ls- 
tol and revolver in this e¢ity, when asked 
the question that heads this article, re- 
plied: 

“Tl would whip out my gun and whack 
away—and theré would be a new grave 
out in Bellefontaine. But if you were do- 
ing it, though you also would whip out and 
whack away, it is quite probable that your 
man would need only a new hat instead of 
agrave. And that is my way of ndwmating 
the difference between the trained shooter 
and the amateur.” 

The expert revolver shot simply meant 
that while he would take the proper aim at 
his man, although firing point-blank and 
instantly, the amateur probably wouid 
atick the weapon up in the air and blaze 
away, and the natural kickup due to the 
powder explosion would cause the muzzle 
of the revolver barrel to be elevated so that 
the bullet would miss both heart and head 
and fly too high for corporeal damage. 

In view of the fact that nine persons in 
ten, without careful target practice, shoot 
too high when they have oceasion to shoot 
in a hurry, it behooves the ordinary citi-

Louis would be pleased to have the average 
citizen of good standing learn how to use a 
revolver effectively. It seems that of late 
the burglar has cultivated to a high degree 
the quality of ubiquity, and like a growing 
oornpatch the clase needs thinning.

bine. 

Among the marksmen of St. Louis who 
have made fine records with the revolver are 
Capt. W. P. Schaaf, A. Fogarty, Col. & 
Buchanan, Geo. R. Dunn, Robert W. Staley, 
Moses Summerfield, Sam G. Dorman, H. 
Stussell, William Bauer. Capt. L. M. Rum- 
sey, Jv., C. S. Cummings, Lieut. Mansfield 
and John Cabanne. Schaaf, Cummings and 
Cabanne have records of a full score of 30 
shots at twelve yards. 

Among the policemen it is generally con- 
ceded that Detective Harry Frese is the 
best shot. Others almost as accurate are 
Detective Edward Fox, Capt. McNamee, 
Capt. Boyd and Chief Campbell, who has 
won many a contest at revolver practice.

HERE is a vast d.fference between 
th target shooting and man shooting 
But, as a rule, the man who has ta- 
ken a course at the target is more likely to 
get. his man than the one who has merely 
practiced at dummies or animals. 

A man as a target has a large surface 
and he is hard to miss entirely if one knows 
anything at all about shooting. The tar. 
get in most general use among experts is 
of smal) surface. When a shooter gets 
so that he can hit a 4-inch target falrly near 
the center, nine times out of ten at 12 
yards, he is very lItkely to be able to hit as 
big an object as a man at the same distance 
even though the man be runn-ng. 

For a quarter of a century I have been 
a teacher of revolver shooting, and I have 
been the early preceptor of some of the 
crack shots. At present I have the con- 
tract to train the St. Louis polke in revol- 
ver markmanship. The Increase of bur- 
giaries. it appears, has caused the Board of 
Police Commissioners to feel that the po- 
licemen should rece:ve more careful train- 
ing in the use of their firearms than here- 
to fore. 

The police are divided into two classes 
On their day off I take a certain class out 
to the shooting ranges at Fern Glen and 
give instruction in shooting the 38-calliber 
revoiver, Smith & Wesson or Colt, which is 
used by the police. The target range is SB 
yards, The best revolver for police use 
undoubtedly is the new 38-caliber smokeless 
powder weapon, which is now used by a 
part of the force. All the revolvers used 
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pauseless round through all the countless 
avenues of business and stimulate every 
industry to greater activity. To secure 
these great benefits, no new assesements 
meed to be levied. The taxes now raised for 
road repairs are sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on the proposed bonds. The pay- 
ment of the principal will be left to a suc- 
ceeding generation, but posterity will be so 
enriched by the reconstruction of the high- 
ways that {t can well afford to meet the ob- 
Ugation. 

The United States Government ought to 
eid a reform that would greatly reduce the 
expense of its postal service. It has been 
stated that bad roads double the cost of 
carrying the mail over them. The improve- 
ment of our highways would perhaps con- 
vert our annual postal deficit into a net 
profit, But, when the Government would 
incur scarcely any additional outlay, it 
would certainly be faithiess to duty if ft 
éid not adopt a, system that would insure 
an annual saving’ of many hundred thou- 
gands of dollars. 

Assuredly the practical wisdom of Con. 
@ress can devise the legislation which will 
—— the Government from loss is and

enable the American people to rebuild their 
highways. Statesmen ambitious of public 
usefulness could hardly render their coun- 
trymen a more helpful service than the ee- 
tablishment of a postal savings system. The 
authors of benefits #0 great and universal 
would justly be-entitied to the gratitude 
that rewards benefactors. 

The fact that postal deposttories might 
supply the means for the improvement of 
our highways is one of the chief reasons 
in favor of their Introduction. The ancient 
Romans built for all time.

The lapse 
of ® centuries has not wholly destroyed 
the usefulness of the Appian way. At a 
time when the purchasing power of money 
Was much greater than it is now this road 
cost 4500 a mile.

The weapon for pocket use Is of 
short barrel, and therefore not so accurate 
of aim as the target revolver, which has 
a longer barrel and finer adjustment of 
sights. 

The very finest target revolver is the Rus- 
sian model Smith & Wesson 3 or 44, so 
called because the Russian Government or- 
dered 150,000 of the make at ane time. They 
make a superb cavalry weapon and are also 
used extensively by the mounted police. 
The finest target work can be done with 
the Russian model. Colt’s B'sley mode! is 
another excellent weapon for true shooting. 

As a weapon Of self~lefense the revolver 
has evolved greatly during the past fifteen 
vears. tefore this decade began the revol- 
ver sight had not been perfected. Many 
experiments had been made, but it fs only 
within the past dozen years or so that the

Nowadays a marksman finds no such 
methads necessary, for all target revolvers 
arte provided with the finest forward and 
rear sights, adjustable to suit the charge . 
and the range. 

Cheap revolvers, or those of the numerous 
makes which are sold without special guar- 
antee, are almost as dangerous to the man 
behind the gun as to the one in frant. Ac- 
curate shooting with them is difficult of at- 
tainment. The average person uses an in- 
ferior weapon and cannot hope to become @ 
superior shot unless he gets a better gun. 
He must learn the secret of adjusting his 
sights and getting ranges, too. 

There are even sights so delicately ad- 
justable as to allow for wind pressures and 
for the natural curve of the bullet on its 
flight. 

By the law of gravitation the bullet 
tends to eurve downward; therefore, unless

the sights are so adjusted as to allow for 
.he down curve, it is now the best course 
to aim a little higher than the target when 
shooting at long range. But sights are 
usually adjusted, on target weapons, to 
allow for the influence of the law of gravi- 
tation, 

If 1 were shooting at a man I should aim 
directly at the point I wished to bhit—and 
I should hit that point. But the amateur, 
the novice, would not hit the potnt he aimed 
to hit: In ali probability his Dullet would go 
1 foot or so higher than he intended, owlng 
to the kickup and the shooter's inability to 
hold the weapon steady. 

I should gay that if the tnexperienced 
shaoter aims at a man's chest he is lable 
to hit the head. 

Aim low and your bullet wan't fly too 
high. In battle the frequent order i to 
aim low. The tendency of soldiers is to 
shoot aver the heads of the enemy. 

The revolver expert aims directly at his 
objective point, but his weapon is made 
for fine shooting.

MEANING OF CALIBER. 

Many people do not know the meaning of 
the term yaliber as applied to revolvers.
